- The speaker then svant on’ to 
refer to Confucianism, Taolam and 
Buddhism as the . forces which 
Christianity found itself oppose, 
ond taking each in turn went on 
to describe ita influence in the]' 
country: Of the first he said that 
this was. the name which was 
somewhat inappropriately. given 
in the West to the State Religion 
of Old China, It was a thorough- 
going state religion inasmuch as 
every position in the state ‘held 
its corresponding religious dutica. 
This was a big thing for Chris-. 
tlanity to encounter, as big as Em- 
peror worship had been in Rome. 

The old state religion went with 
the old state but what succeeded 
to the position in Modern China? 
How strange - it was. to seo in 
China a state which left no room 
for religion and would allow none 
to be left in its system of educa- 
tion. Official China in the pre- 
paration of its sons and daughters 
for life, refused to recognise Jife’s 
spiritual aspect or to let, others 
recognise it. Almost certainty it 
was a temporary phase, partly Jue 
to the swing of «their own ‘pen- 
dulum and partly to the relies of 
Russian influence. 

In most other lands such inter- 
ference with religious ,. liberty 
would raise a tremendous outery. 
To the mass of the Chinese people 
it was a matter of indifference. | 
To the majority of -Young Chiaa. 
it was-an enlightened, reasonable 
policy. The set of the tide was 
in the direction of Materialism; 
that was what Christianity was 
“up against” in China to-day. ‘

Sixty-nine years ago a young 
man opened an outfitting store in 
Philadelphia. 

Of his first day’s takings, 24 
dollars 67 centa (nearly £5) he 
put G7 cents in the cash drawer 
as change for the next day and 
used the 24 dollars to pay for an 
advertisement’ in the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 

That young man was John. 
Wanamaker, founder of the great- 
est stores in America. ‘ 

The episode js told in “The 
Business Biography of John Wana- 
maker” (Macmillan, New York, 
five dollars), by Mr, Joseph H. An- 
pel, 

Wanamaker never had more 
than two years’ schooling, and his 
first week’s work in a brickyard 
earned him seven cents (3%4d.). 


brought him five shillings a week. 

In that job he showed the stuff 
he was made of. He used to walk 
several miles daily to work bare- 
i foot,, carrying his boots so that 
they should be clean when he met 
customers! 

He was the father of modern 
advertising; he established the 
one-price system which ended the 
haggle and barter method then in 
vogue in, American trading: 
originated the money-back  cus- 
tom to dissatisfied purchasers; 
substituted hospitality for hos- 
tility in storekéeping and offered 
the freedom of shopping without 
obligation to buy. 

“By-Product of Service.” 

“He was a merchant who ‘stag- 
ed’ his stores,” says Mr, Appel, 
“dramatising them, making them 
living panoramas of commerce, 
colosal productions of the 
thought and eraft of men with 
lavish exhibits, decorations, show 
roomg and auditoriums, that con- 
founded those who ask of every- 
thing, ‘Does it pay?—those who 
do not realise that profit is a by- 
product of service. 

In his leisure time John Wana- 
maker was a successful Postmas- 
ter-General, an international] 
figure in religious work and a. 
benefactor and social 
-worker, 

But Mr, Appel’s work leaves: no 
doubt that the role in which post- 
erity will remember him is that of 
the man who made the world a

DEAD. 


DAUGHTER KILLS HER 
. MOTHER AND SELF. 


Details . were, allowed to leak 
out of an ‘amazing . wetk-~old 
double shooting tragedy at Char- 
ter-alley, in Basingstoke, Hamp- 
shire, the inquest boing held ‘bv 
bLieut.-Colonel Clarke, the local 
coroner. 

The victims were: Mrs, Fran- 
ces Mary Barton, aged 56, of tha 
Homestead, Charter-alley, "tormer- 
ly the wife of an army officer, and 
Claire Monica Barton, aged 21, hee 
daughter. 

The inquest verdict was that 
the daughter shot her mother and 
afterwards committed suicide, but 
that the evidence was not sufi- 
cient to show tho state of hor 
mind at the time. 


Warning of the Tragedy. 

-When a‘boy’ named Parham, 
from ‘a farmhouse opposite, took 
milk to Mrs. Barton's house ha 
found a note addressed to his 
mother pushed under the larder 
door. It read: “Please send tha 
police to search the house.” 

Mrs. Parham went into the 
house and found Miss Barton in 
her room in a dressing gown with 
a gunshot wound in the head. She 
was still alive. She was holding 
a double-harrelled pistol with tho 
barrel under her chin, . 

Mrs, Barton was déad in bed in 
another room, having been ap- 
parently shot while asleep. 

On a chair by Miss Barton's bed 
was a note addressed to the 
police and signed, “Monica Barton.” 
It read :— 

“This is a simple, straightfor- 
ward case. I have shot Mrs. Bar- 
ton at approximately 6.45—you 
will find her in the bedroom at 
the other side of the house—and 
then myself at approximately 
12.20. ‘ 

“My motive for the first act was 
that I considered it advisable and 
expedient. My motive for the 
second was a personal and general 
dissatisfaction with the world.” 


‘ Not, Quite Normal. 

A-member of the firm of. the 
family’s solicitors said Miss Barton 
had always been rather head- 
strong. She would never conform 
to the ordinary rules of society, 
and had always been regarded as 
not quite normal. Her mother, 
too, was 4 little eccentric. The 
condition of the home, when he 
saw it, was ample. evidence that 
gveryiling was not as it should 
be.

YOUNG WOMEN TO-DAY 
MORE FIT. 

“AM this talk about the young 
woman of to-day being more 
frivolous and lazy than those of 
my ysoeration is wrong. T do not 

re with it! . 
nee Blizabeth Sloane Chesser 
made this declaration to the mem- 
bers of the Social Hygiene 
Council in an address on home 
‘and social ideals. 

To a Daily Chronicle representa- 
tive who asked her to amplify 
her statement, Dr, Chesser ex- 
plained that she did not omen 
that young women to-day were 
superior, but more fit than the 
Jagst generation. ; 

“What applies to girls applies 
equally to hoys,"” she said. 
“Neither sex is superior, but 
biologically woman is more im- 
portant to the race. “It is had 
for boys to be brought up with 
an feeling of superiority over 
girls, 


Anti-Masculinity. 

“This tends to develop 
feeling of resentment and antl- 
masculinity in girls. . 

“This superiority complex is in- 
grained in men, and if women 
have not got a sense of humour 
they are sure to resent it. 

“Mothers should recognise the 
importance of bringing up child- 
ren in un atmosphere of good 
sentiments. Love should reign in 
a family where the children are 
infected by a right emotional at- 
titude of the parent. 

"Tt ig very bad for a child to 
fee] that the world is too hard 
for it.” : 

Dr. Chesser. concluded with the 
interesting ramark that the dan- 
ger to a child of great poverty 
and great wealth is about equal.

SERIOUS CHARGES | 


_ PREFERRED. 


ALLEGED TRAFFIC IN YOUNG 
GIRLS. 


FOUR ‘DEFENDANTS. 


The buying and selling of young 
girls for the purpose of prostitu- 
tion is alleged in a ease which 
came before Mr, Grantham at the 
Central Police Court this morning, 
when a Chinese man and three wo- 
Men were charged .under the 
Offences Against the Person Or- 
dinance. 


The’ facts, as detailed in the 
charges, touch on the alleged sale 
of two young girls, nged 15 and 17 
respectively, on two different 
dates, one case definitely mention- 
ing the object ag being for the 
purposes of prostitution, 

In the case of Kwok Siu-lan, a 
15-year-old girl, it is: alleged that 
on December 19 last a man named 
Ng Pui-cht, with two women, Tong 
Siu-lan and Lau Sze, took part in 
a transaction “of which the ob- 
ject was to transfer or confer 
wholly or in part, the possession, 
custody or contro! of the gir] for 
a valuable consideration.” In this 
cannexion the first two defendants 
are named, in separate charges, a3 
sellers and the last-named as a 
buyer in a transaction involving 
prostitution. 

At the same time the woman 
Tong Siu-lan is also charged, in 
conjunction with yet another wo- 
min, named Kwan-chi, with taking: 
part, or attempting to take part, 
in another transaction in’ April, 
of which the object also was to 
transfer the possession, custody,

AN UNFORTUNATE 
COMMUNIQUE. 


While it is most gratifying to 
learn that the Currency Committee 
has already begun its labours, we 
must confess to being somewhat 
puzzled over the text of the com- 
munique issued yesterday regard- 
ing ity preliminary meeting, held 
on the ‘previous day. The meel- 
ing wis apparently called for the 
purpose of considering the pro- 
cedure to be followed in the con- 
duct of the inquiry, obviously a 
very necessary step, and, we ure 
told that the details in this regard 
swere settled. Incidentally, how- 
ever, these are not disclosed. It 
is, however, the final paragraph of 
the communique which causes us 
some surprise and which, we have 
no doubt, will be regarded by the 
public as being decidedly. impolitic. 
Thig reads:—“The mecting was 
unanimously agreed in the opinion 
that no reason had hitherto ap- 
peared to show that ‘the use by 
Hongkong of a currency based on 
any other metallic standard of 
yalue than that ‘prevailing in the 
neighbouring country of China 
would be anything but detrimental 
to the intereests of the Colony.” 

Stripped of its verbiage, this 
would appear to mean, that in the 
opinion of the Committee, those 
who have suggested that Hong- 
kong might go on to a gold basis, 
even if China remains on silver, 
have not so far made out:a case. 
That, of course, may be perfectly 
true, but, even so, we fail to see 
why at this early stage the Com- 
mittee should yo out of its way 
to stress the point. The very firat 
term of reference calls for an in- 
quiry as to whether the present 
currency is advantageous for the 
purposes of the trade of the 
Colony. The fifth term, in the 
form of a query as to whether the 
linking of the currency with silver. 
(Ching’s present basis} ig advan- 
tageous to the Colony, also raises. 
the same point. These are mat-

. An interesting lecture on-“Art: 
Its Place in Modern Life” - was

| ciation in the Assembly Room last 
| night. Art, Mr. Noise said, is o 
fascinating subject. There aro 
few subjects around which Js 
centred so much controversy or 
upon which such widely differiug 
ideas are held and taught by. its 
leaders and teachers. A com- 
parison of the conception of art 
ng it is expressed in the works of 
auch’ artists as Epstein, Nichol- 
|son, Sickert, Fry. and Nash to 

name at random a few representa- 
tives of the advanced Modernist 
school, with that expressed ‘in the 
works of representative artists of 
the traditional or academical 
school ag Knight, Sargent, Dicksee 
‘and Collier shows how utterly 
opposed they are and how difficult 
it is to reconcile such conflicting 
ideas ‘upon the same subject. 

There are many other breakaways 
from the Traditional or Academi- 
cal school of thought, the more 
‘influential and better known 
being impressionism, Post-Impre3- 
sionism, Vorticism and Cubism. 

The place of Art in modern life 
is certainly a most important 
one and worthy of more considera- 
tion than is generally given to it. 

Mr. Noise asked if there is so
